Such permit is to 
be granted or refused upon the 
basis of the financial condition of 
the holding company affiliate, the

In its application for a voting 
permit a holding company affiliate 
of a member bank must agree— 

(1) To be examined at its own 
expense simultaneously with its af- 
filiated banks, 

(2) That the reports of such

W ASHINGTON.—The troublous

parently is nearing a settlement by 
President Roosevelt. 


High administration sources say 


the question is “moving into ad- 


vanced stages.” So far has the 


study progressed that conservative 
spokesmen said early personal con- 
sideration by Mr, Roosevelt look- 


ing to final disposition was a 50-50 


chance. 


Trade benefits expected to flow 
from diplomatic relations are pro- 
viding the stimulus in behalf of 
recognition. Russia wants to buy 
through credits—about $1,000,- 
000,000 worth is a late estimate by 
her commissar of foreign affairs, 
M. Litvinoff. The United States 
wants to sell—especially to a po- 
tentially huge foreign market, 

But indications were that the 
president’s ultimate decision prob- 
ably would not mean the swift un- 
conditional recognition advocated 
by some, but rather that final ac- 
tion would result from negotiations 
covering numerous differences, 

Some $300,000,000 of confiscat- 
ed American property, a $187,- 
000,000 government obligation and 
$86,000,000 in repudiated Russian 
bonds have been major obstacles to 
Russion recognition. Officials fore- 
see their possible adjustment in 
the credit negotiations between 
Russia and France which point 
to a formula for composing; claims 
indirectly by paying a bonus on 
borrowed money or contracts—the 
bonus going to old creditors. 

Important to American states- 
men, too, has been a guarantee 
from Russia to stop the “continued 
propaganda to overthrow institu- 
tions of this country.’?
